Haifa was taken over on Saturday' night by exultant Maccabi Haifa fans 
after their team won the National League soccer championship in great style 
by defeating Hapoel Kfar Sava 5-1 at the Kiryat Haim ground in the last 
league game of the season.

BEIRUT. - Heavy fighting 
raged for the seventh day yester- 
day between Shi’ite Moslem 
forces and Palestinian fighters, 
thwarting a Red Cross attempt to 
rescue scores of casualties trap- 
ped in Beirut’s refugee camps. 

Druse leader Walid Jumblatt 
mediated a ceasefire for 2:30 p.m. to 
allow International Red Cross 
ambulances to go into Sabra, Sbatil- 
la and Bourj al-Barajneta camps, but 
the truce failed to bold and the 
Druse escorted convoys could not 
enter any of the camps. Reporters 
said the stench of decaying bodies 
shrouded Sabra's partially destroyed 
hospital. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat said in 
Amman that he had been assured by 
Saudi Arabia that it is moving to end 
the “massacre of Pales tinians " in 
Beirut. 

“King Fahd assured me he will 
contact (Syrian) President Hafez 
Assad urgently, asking him to inter- 
vene,” Arafat said, before leaving 
for a PLO central council meeting on 
the subject in Tunis. 

The Syrian -based Popular Front 
for the liberation of Palestine said 
over the weekend that Palestinian 
fighters have formed themselves 
into suicide squads “to inflict the 
heaviest losses possible" on Shi'ite 
militiamen attacking the Beirut 
camps. 

A Palestinian spokesman in 
Beirut said some 250 casualties were 
to have been taken to hospitals in the 


Druse-controlled central mountains 
“because Shi’ites have killed many 
Palestinians in Beirut hospitals. " 

Police said at least three people 
were killed and 57 wounded yester- 
day, that raised the known toll to 361 
killed and 1,658 wounded since 
Shi'ites attacked the camps last Sun- 
• day. 

A statement issued in Beirut by 
the Moscow-oriented Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
described the Shi'ite attacks as “a 
seven-day massacre" and vowed re- 
venge. 

“They are using flamethrowers to 
bum houses, clearly trying to exter- 
minate the Palestinian presence 
altogether in the camps,” the state- 
ment said. 

It said Amal squads have rounded 
up about 1.000 Palestinian civilians 
from the camps and elsewhere in 
mostly Moslem West Beirut and 
herded them into Amal interroga- 
tion centres around the city. 

Lebanon's Prime Minister Rashid 
Karameh, a Sunni Moslem, indirect- 
ly condemned the Shi'ite attacks in a 
statement yesterday. 

“They are displacing people and 
then loot their houses and their sav- 
ings. Is this Jihad?” he said. “Jihad,” 
the Arabic word for holy war, is used 
by the Shi'ites to describe their milit- 
ary actions. 

“They are killin g people. They are 
oppressors in this society," he de- 
clared in the first government com- 
ment on the fighting in the camps. 
Arab League Secretary-General 


Chidii Klibi arrived in Beirut and 
met with Nabih Bern, leader of the 
Shi'ite Amal militia. He also confer- 
red with Lebanese President Amin 
Jemayel and left for meetings with 
Palestinian leaders in Amman. 

The foreign ministers of Libya and 
Morocco held prolonged talks with 
Syrian government leaders for a 
second day to discuss ways of ending 
the fighting. 

The Shi'ites and Palestinians ac- 
cused each other of breaking the 
latest tjuce. 

In Sabra. one Amal fighter 
allowed reporters into the partly 
demolished Gaza Palestinian Hos- 
pital for the first rime. The stench 
wafting from the basement morgue 
was insufferable. 

The militiaman said there were 
“between 50 and 60” decaying 
bodies in the morgue. Asked 
whether they were civilians or com- 
batants. he said: "fifty-fifty." 

Two Frenchmen, a - journalist and 
researcher, disappeared in West 
Beirut just after landing at the air- 
port from Paris, colleagues said 
yesterday. 

They said Jean-Pa ul Kaufrnann of 
the French weekly L’Evenement du 
Jeudi, and Michel Seurat-, who works 
for the Lebanese-French Centre of 
Contemporary Middle East Studies 
and Research, have not been seen 
since last Wednesday. 

Their colleagues said the two were 
thought to have been kidnapped 
together while driving from the air- 
port in a taxi. (AP, Reuter).

- Kuwait 
reopened its borders yesterday as 
security forces sought the identity of 
a suicide car-bomber who failed in 
an assassination attempt on the 
country's ruler on Saturday. 

Four people including the attacker 
were killed when he crashed his car, 
laden with explosives, into the enrir>. 
motorcade on the dty waterfront. 
The emir. Sheikh Jaber al-Ahmed 
al-Sabeh, 59, escaped with scratches. 

A government spokesman said the 
cabinet yesterday reviewed the 
situation, and a top-level emergency 


security committee led by Interior 
Minister Nawaf al-Ahmed al-Sabah 
discussed clues to the identity of the 
lone suicide driver. No further de- 
tails were given. 

Al-Qabas newspaper reported 
that a number of people had been 
rounded up by police for question- 
ing. but ft was not more specific. 

The attack triggered a flare-up in 
the Iraq-Iran war, with Iraqi air and 
missile attacks on Iranian centres. 
Baghdad said it was retaliation for 
what it called Teheran's involvement 
in the assassination bid.

U.S. expects Hussein 
to take Important’ stand 


King Hussein of Jordan is ex- 
pected to make an “important state- 
ment" following talks in Washington 
this week, according to the chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

' Sen. Richard Lugar. who arrived 
here on Saturday, yesterday met 
reporters at the star* of a Mideast 
tour that also will take him to Jor- 
dan, Egypt, Tunisia and Morocco. 

Lugar said Secretary of State 
George Shultz “anticipates a very 


important set of conversations and a 
very important statement by the king 
on Wednesday.” 

Diplomats in Amman said yester- 
day the talks , will be crucial to the 
success of a joint initiative by Hus- 
sein and the PLO. 

The meeting will be Hussein's first 
with President Reagan since the king 
and PLO chief Yasser Arafat signed 
an accord in February to work joint- 
ly for peace with Israel in exchange 
for the return of the West Bank.

Two people were killed and three 
others seriously hurt on Saturday 
morning when a car travelling from 
Beersheba to Ashkelon smashed 
into a tree near Kibbutz Gevim, not 
far from Sderot. 

In the week ending last Thursday 
seven persons died and 47 others 
were critically hurt in 41 road acci- 
dents. Among the fatalities were two 
pedestrians, one a minor. Pedes- 
trians. 23 of them minors, accounted 
for 40 of the seriously injured. 

Albert Asulin, 29, of Ofakim and 
Malka Horesh. 27, of Beersheba 
were killed in the accident near Kib- 
butz Gerim. Meir Biton, 30, and 


Yamin Abergil, 33, both of Ofakim, 
and Shosbana Veberhodro, 22. of 
Beersheba were all seriously hurt 
and taken to Soroka Hospital in 
Beersheba. 

It was reported that the driver of 
the car tried to pass on a curve. 
When he saw that the road was not 
clear and tried to return to his lane 
the car went out of control. 

In Migdal Ha'emek yesterday 
morning a 12 -year-old boy was 
seriously hurt by a hit-and-run driver 
as he crossed the road.

Small explosion near

HAIFA. - A small explosive charge 
went off harmlessly near the District 
Court building here at about 11 a.m.

TEL AVIV. - Four parties will be 
represented at the Histadrut nation- 
al convention, with the Alignment 
gaining 1,041 of the 1,501 seats in the 
assembly, electoral committee 
Chairman Aharon Harel announced 
on Friday. The Alignment received 
69.35 per cent of the vote. 

Out of 1,494,717 eligible voters, 
840,634, or 56.24 per cent, went to 
the polls. 

However, since 41,569 votes were 
declared void, and since 39,783 votes 
were cast in favour of lists which did 


not clear the minimum 2 per cent 
threshold, the delegates reflect the 
choices of 759,282 voters - one dele- 
gate per 505 voters. 

The Likud gained 353 seats, 
(23.52 per cent) Rakah (Commun- 
ists) 66 , (4.40 per cent) and the 
Citizen's Rights Movement 41 (2.73 
per cent). 

Shinui. with 1.75 per cent of the 
total vote, the Progressive List for 
Peace with 1.25 per cent, and 
Tehiya, with 1.98 per cent, all 
failed to gain representation.

Behind the Histadrut election results 


There is‘a tendency to underesti- 
mate the importance of the Histad- 
rut elections of May 13. The net loss 
of the Likud-Tehiya bloc (Tehiya did 
not stand in the 1981 elections) was 2 
per cent, Arab parties gained nearly 
2 per cent. Labour gamed nearly 4 
per cent, and smaller parties lost 
some 4 per cent. 

Since those who ran on Indepen- 
dent Liberal and Rafi tickets in 1981

On the national level, a kind of 
stalemate has developed - the two 
major party blocs standing at rough- 
ly the same strength.

Those who see these elections as 
indicating little change are really 
thinking of the Knesset elections, 
and are trying to tie the two. Histor- 
ically, Histadrut elections have 
usually been held close to Knesset 
elections, but studies indicate that 
generally the connection between 
the two -so far as patterns of results 
are concerned - is slight. The turn- 
out in Histadrut elections has rarely 
exceeded 40 per cent of the Knesset 
turnout, and membership in the His- 
tadrut is heavily weighted in favour 
of Labour followers. 

This time, polls conducted for the 
Histadrut elections predicted the re- 
sults quite closely, showing little 
change between the main party 
blocs, with the Likud losing to 
Tehiya. Some polls even correctly 
predicted that Shinui and Tehiya 
might not clear the 2 per cent bar- 
rier, while putting the Citizen's 
Rights Movement safely over the 
minimum threshbold. 

The same polls, examining the 
national scene, reported little 
change in support for the Knesset 
blocs since the elections last year.

i The derisive result of the May 13 
. elections was that, despite being in 
- power in the Knesset for seven 
J years, and sharing power over the 
t last year, the Likud and its bloc 
t failed to make any progress in the 
i Histadrut. In fact its strength has 
> been on the decline. 

In 1977 the Likud got 27 per cent 
r of the vote in the Histadrut, declined 
t to 26 per cent in 1981, and fell to 
■ 23.52 per cent (with 1.98 per cent 
going to Tehiya) this time. Its hope 
of having some significant say in the 
Histadrut has suffered a severe 
blow. 

Conversely, the Labour hold on 
the Histadrut has been streng- 
thened. The bastion of its political 
and economic support has remained 
firmly in its hands. Nowhere was this 
success more significant than in the 
smaller development towns like Beit 
Shean, Ofakim, Sderot, and Beit 
Shemesh. 

In this group of towns, where 
Labour received 47 per cent of the 
vote in 1981 to 45 per cent for the 
Likud, its share in the May 13 elec- 
tions rose by 7 per cent to over 54 per 
cent, with 41 per cent for the Likud. 
i In Beit Shean, the home town of 
David Levy, Labour even captured 
the Labour Council, one of two 
which the Likud won in 1981. 

Conversely, Labour suffered a re- 
lative defeat in th Arab sector, losing 
nearly 9 per cent and declining to 42 
per cent of the vote. Rakah (Com- 
munists) gained nearly 5 per cent, 
getting about 36 per cent of the vote, 
while the Progressive List, compet- 
ing for the first time, got about 10 per 
cent of the vote. Rakah was, there- 
fore, the relative winner among 
minorities, with the Progressive List 
losing ground, at least compared 
with the Knesset results of 1984. 

All told^ Labour received 69.35 
per cent of the vote and over two 
thirds of the 1,501 seats in the His- 
tadrut convention, since Shinui, the 
Progressive List and Tehiya did not 
clear the 2 per cent minimum. 

It remains to explain the reasons 
for this Labour victory in the Histad- 
rut. In the vast and complicated 
structure of the Histadrut, there are 
undoubtedly many claimants of vic- 
tory, each in his own sector. From 
among the contenders, it is hard to 
discern who were really the 
architects of the success. 

Even before the campaigning be- 
gan, key bodies in the Histadrut 
conducted public-opinion surveys 
which were the basis of thp later 
campaign strategy. These surveys 
showed in general: a) support for 
Labour in the Histadrut was at least 
as strong as in 1981; b) in a quiet 
election, more Labour supporters 
were likely to vote; c) the number of 
undecided voters was small: d) there 
were few key issues at the Histadrut 
level; e) some local personnel 
changes were needed for the elec- 
tions to the local workers councils, 
and f) there was underlying satisfac- 


" "paign itself had to be designed ‘to 
hold and even to improve it. The 
great concern must have been possi- 
ble late loss of votes to the Likud, as 
occurred in the last two Knesset 
elections. 

As the deliberately low-key elec- 
tion campaign proceeded, no 
changes in voter preferences 
emerged. The exclusion of the cam- 
paign from televison and radio led to 
widespread public indifference. Cer- 
tain polls indicated that the public 
did not take much notice of the 
printed party propaganda. 

Hie Likud campaign, from its 
printed advertisements, seemed to 
stress national issues and personali- 
ties, probably with the aim of mobi- 
lizing the party faithful to vote as 
they voted for the Knesset. Two 
weeks before the election day, the 
Likud began its “Why?” campaign 
of needling Labour. This campaign 
produced a slight ripple of loyal 
support but fizzled out during the 
last week. 

The Likud candidate for 
secretary-general, Ya’acov Shamai, 
starting out as a virtual unknown, 
succeeded in earning a good reputa- 
tion among Likud loyalists and it is 
hard to find proof that his selection 
cost the Likud votes in the end. 

In essence the Likud campaign 
was restrained, lacked aggression, 
and did not rest on Histadrut issues 
or on introducing innovations in 
Histadrut management. 

This was not a difficult challenge 
for Labour to meet. Labour could 
afford to ignore the Likuds needling 
and stress its own powerful assets: a 
popular secretary-general, a power- 
ful organizational structure for get- 
ting out the vote, the generally suc- 
cessful performance of Histadrut in- 
stitutions in marketing, health, 
banking agriculture and industry. It 
could avoid more controversial 
issues such as ideology. 

Fassa and his confederates en- 
countered one difficult problem as 
election day approached - voter in- 
difference. The last week of the 
campaign was given over to using the 
media and all organization struc- 
tures to getting out the vote. The 
results seem to indicate that this 
effort added to Labour's success. 

The outside observer is not in a 
position to judge if Labour's Histad- 
rut campaign was a coordinated 
effort. But each of the large organi- 
zational networks operated in line 
with the common overall strategy 
and therefore was effective. 
Throughout the structure, opinion 
polls were used effectively to deter- 
mine policy lines. 

In the Labour election camp there 
were many winning performers. But 
besides the central figure of Kessar, 
loom his key campaign lieutenants - 
Danny Rosolio, Gidon Ben- Yisrael, 
Benny Gaon, Aharon Harel, Masha 
Lubelski, and above all Nahum Fas- 
sa. And among the winners too, 
were the sophisticated modem cam , 
paign tools like opinion surveys, 
used to establish policies and action 
lines.

Call in Ireland to 
cancel Herzog visit 

DUBLIN (Reuter). - An Irish 
opposition leader, Michael Lanigan, 
called on Friday for the cancellation 
of President Herzog's visit here and 
the postponement of talks on open- 
ing an Israeli Embassy following a 
series of incidents between Irish 
Unifil troops in Lebanon and Israeli 
soldiers. 

Lanigan, who heads the Hanna 
Fail party in the senate, was speak- 
ing after reports that an Irish soldier 
was injured last Wednesday in South 
Lebanon. The report said that the 
soldier was knocked down when an 
Israeli military vehicle crossed a 
Unifil roadblock. The Irish govern- 
ment is investigating the incident. 

In another development, Norway 
has lodged an official complaint with 
Israel following a series of clashes 
over the weekend between Norwe- 
gian Unifil soldiers and IDF soldiers. 
t 

The Norwegian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said that in one incident 
about 200 shots were fired above the 
heads of Norwegian soldiers. It 
emerged that the IDF soldiers were 
firing at a man suspected of infiltrat- 
ing into' the Israeli-controlled zone.

Borowski, 72, was born in Warsaw 
into a wealthy Orthodox Jewish 
family. He shifted from rabbinical 
studies in Berlin and Florence to 
secular studies, spending over two 
years at the Pontifical Biblical Insti- 
tute in -the Vatican wot king towards 
a doctoral degree in Assyriology. 

He was continuing his studies in 
Paris when the war broke out and 
joined a Jewish unit in the French 
army. He was transferred to a Polish 


unit which reached the Swiss border 
when the German army overran 
France. Interned by the Swiss, he 
was used by them as a translator and 
eventually permitted regular visits to 
the Geneva Museum of An and 
History near his place of detention. 
There he studied the ancient Meso- 
potamian seals and began working as 
an ancient-art historian, receiving 
his PhD from the University of 
Geneva in 1946. 

After the war, wealthy Swiss and 
foreign collectors began c allin g on 
Borowski forevaluations of artefacts 
looted from ancient Middle Eastern 
sites that were flooding the market. 
In an interview last week, Borowski 
noted that many of these items 
reached Iranian and Syrian carpet 
dealers in Paris and London. 
Borowski, who received 10 per cent 
of the value of items purchased, 
began to take his commission in 
kind, thus building up his own collec- 
tion, which he values at S40 million. 
Parts of the collection have been 
exhibited in Europe and in north 
America. 

La 1949 Borowski was invited to 
Toronto as a research associate at 
the Royal Ontario Museum and ac- 
quired Canadian citizenship. But he 
has spent most of his years since in 
Basle, as ah .art .adviser. PCs' wife ' 
Batya was instrumental in negotiat- 
ing with Mayor Kollek for the 
museum’s establishment in Jeru- 
salem.

MKs show contempt for rental- promotion bill 


“Not serious!" “An aspirin!" 
“Lip-service!” "A drop in the buck- 
et!” 

These were some of the epithets 
used by Knesset members last week 
to express their contempt for the bill 
up for debate- an amendment to the 
Income Tax Law (Encouragement 
of the Rental of Eats). 

The bill refers to the rental of 
existing vacant flats. Encourage- 
ment of the building of flats for 
rental is another matter, and a much 
more important one, these speakers 
said. 

The bill before the House grants 
landlords who rent fiats a tax deduc- 
tion of 2 per cent a year for amortiza- 
tion. But even that is nothing new. 
Such a law was in force until April 
1984. 

There are two versions as to what 
happened after that: 

Deputy Finance Minister Adiel 
Amorai (Alignment), who pre- 
sented the bill, said that the law had 
not been extended because the 
Taxation Under Inflationary Condi- 
tions Law passed in 1984 granted 
landlords “similar benefits.” Now 
that that law has expired, it has been 
necessary to revive the old law. 

Not so, said Dan Tichon (Likud- 
Libera Is). In 1984, he said, the 
Treasury simply forgot to extend the 
validity of the original law, and it was 
he who called it to their attention. 

Victor Shemtov (Mapam) led the 
attack on the bill by saying that the 
government's bousing policy is 


absurd. Whereas in most other coun- 
tries there is always a stock of vacant 
flats available in normal times, 
Israeli governments, beginning in 
1948, have built flats that citizens 
were required to bny. 

Shemtov was the first of a string of 
speakers who asserted that the 2 per 
cent amortization is no incentive, 
and some of them proposed that it be 
raised to 4 per cent. But the critics' 
main point was that the only way to 
deal with the problem is to encour- 
age the construction of new fiats, to 
be let for a reasonable rent. 

Meir Shitrit (Likud-Herut) said 
that in the U.S. the government 
makes it worthwhile for builders to 
build for rental. The interest the 
builder pays the bank for a mongage 
is recognized as a business expense. 
He is also granted accelerated amor- 
tization, be said. 

The rent in such flats is limited to 
25 per cent of the tenant's salary, and 
for social cases the government sub- 
sidizes the difference. Shitrit said. 

In Israel, on the other hand, the 
policy is: to him who has shall be 
given. In Shitrit's town of Yavne a 
young couple can buy a three-room 
flat for $40,000, if they have $20,000 
in cash. They can then get a $10,000 
Housing Ministry loan, and an addi- 
tional $10,000 bank loan. But a cou- 
ple without the $20,000 can get no- 
thing. 

Yitzhak Artzi (Alignment- 
Independent Liberals) said that 
there are 22,000 immigrants in 


absorption centres, many of whom 
have been there for over two years. 
Yet there are thousands of vacant 
flats. Many landlords will not rent 
them because they fear the tenant 
will acquire “protected" status and 
stay there forever. Surely the law can 
be amended to deal with this prob- 
lem, Artzi said. 

But he joined bis predecessors, 
who had called the encouragement 
of building for rental the crux of the 
problem. In addition to increasing 
the fiscal incentive to builders, the 
Israel Lands Administration should 
offer builders “land in exchange for 
a flat," a common practice in the 
private sector. 

Ariel Weinstein (Likud- Liberals) 
noted that every fourth family in 
Israel lives in a rented fiat. About 
800,000 people live in the flats of 
Amidar and Amigur, the govern- 
ment housing companies that serve 
low-income families. 

. But the number of such flats that 
are available, particularly of the bet- 
ter flats, is declining steadily, Wein- 
stein said. This is because the tenants 
of the good flats find it worthwhile to 
buy them, and no new flats are being 
built. 

Weinstein warned that it the stock 
of rental flats for social cases is not 
replenished, in a few years young 
couples in Jerusalem's Katamonim 
area, for example, would find them- 
selves with nowhere to live. “They 
don't have even $10,000 to invest in a 
flat of their own," he said. 


Avraham Shapira (Agudat Yis- 
rael) said he has submitted to the 
Housing Ministry proposals by fore- 
ign investors, who are prepared to 
build fiats that they will rent at $100 a 
month if they get the right tenns. 

“But there’s no one to talk to," 
Shapira said. He challenged the 
ministry: “Try a pilot project. Let 
these people build 500 flats, of which 
they will sell 200 and let out the rest 
forSlOO.” 

Until the govern m ent shows that it 
is serious about the subject, he will 
vote against the present bill, and 
against any bill that masquerades as 
one to encourage rental housing, 
Shapira said. 

There were some other voices, to 
be sure. Dov Ben-Meir (Alignment) 
thought it a remarkable achievement 
that 80 per cent of Israelis own their 
flats. Tichon said that building for 
rental is a dead end, because after 
five years the government will have 
to subsidize the tenant once again. 
He did not explain why. 

Shevah Weiss (Alignment) said 
that the way the maintenance of 
rented flats is neglected is sufficient 
reason for the government not to 
subsidize their construction. 

Amorai chose not to reply, which 
presumably means that he had no 
answers to the criticism. Maybe he 
should be complimenred for main- 
taining silence when he knew he had 
no case.

Unesco condemns Israel for 
hindering education in areas 


PARIS (JTA). - The Unesco Execu- 
tive Committee on Friday adopted 
resolutions condemning Israel for 
allegedly “hampering educational 
and cultural institutions in the occu- 
pied territories,” and calling oa Un- 
esco's director-general to begin a 
study of Israeli educational and 
cultural policies. 

The two resolutions were adopted 
by consensus, which means by 
mutual agreement without a formal 
vote, although they were opposed by 
the delegates of Britain and Canada. 

Contrary to previous years, none 
of the sponsoring countries tried to 
vote sanctions or an outright conde- 
mnation of Israel. 

The first resolution deplored “tbe 
practice of repression and obstruc- 
tion of educational and cultural in- 
stitutions in Palestinian and other 
Arab occupied territories." The re- 
solution. sponsored by a group of 17 
Third World countries, “urged 
Israel to annul all measures taken 
and all acts committed agai n st edu- 
cational and cultural institutions.” 


Tbe resolution also asked Unesco 
Director-General Amadou Makhtar 
MTjow to institute a study on the 
situation of culture and education in 
the administered territories. 

The second resolution asked the 
international community to donate 
funds “to safeguard the Arab spir- 
itual heritage" in Jerusalem, and 
praised M’bow for “maintaining Un- 
esco's presence in the occupied terri- 
tories.” 

The resolution was adopted in the 
absence of the U.S. which withdrew 
from Unesco last December after 
charging that the organization is mis- 
managed, politically minded and 
biased in favour of the eastern bloc 
and Third World countries. 

Britain and Canada said they 
opposed the two resolutions because 
they failed to take into account the 
“real nature, of the problem.” Bri- 
tain’s William Dodd and Canada’s 
Ian Clark did not call for a roll call or 
a vote. Israel is not a member of the 
Executive Committee.

NEW YORK. - The New York 
Times reported on Friday that Ira 
Rappaport, the former American 
fought by Israeli police for question- 
ing in connection with the bombing 
attack on two West Bank mayors in 
1980, has been located in New York, 
where he is directing a dry-financed 
social welfare agency. 

According to The Times story, 
Rappaport, who dropped out of 
sight last spring, at the time of the 
arrests of alleged members of tbe 
Jewish underground, was appointed 
last fall to head the Jewish Comm un- 
ity Services Coalition of Far Rock- 
away in Queens, a $20,000- a -year 
position. 

Dr. Gerald David, board chair- 
man of the Far Rockaway organiza- 
tion said he had known nothing 
about the warrant issued in Israel for 


Rappaport’s arrest when hiring him 
last year. According to David, “We 
felt that based on the salary we were 
paying, we were lucky to get some- 
one of his calibre. If I were hiring 
him now, obviously I would investi- 
gate this whole thing thoroughly. 
But we are highly satisfied with his 
performance.” 

According to Rappaport’s lawyer, 
Rappaport has no intention of quit- 
ting his job. 

“He is not here avoiding extradi- 
tion. He is here legitimately and 
properly, and he isdoing good work. 
He has not been charged with any- 
thing, he has not been indicted, and 
be remains imhe U.S. at this point, 
which is his prerogative,” the lawyer 
said. 

The Israeli government has not 
filed formal charges against Rappa- 
port nor has it asked for his extradi- 
tion.

At the opening of the event, three 
helicopters are to land in Jaffa's 
Bloomfield Stadium near a building 
which had been “devastated" by a 
bomb and is going up in flames. The 
dogs will leap from the helicopters 
into the flames^jid. smoke and drag 
dufdummies. ' 

In another part of the event, 
women and children will be shown 


how dogs can protect them from 
rapists, attackers, purse snatchers 
and other dangers. The programme 
will also include a dog race, and a 
contest for the best trained dog in 
Israel. 

Chairman of the Rescue and De- 
fence Dog Association Eitan Ettin- 
ger said yesterday that some 20,000 
spectators are expected at tbe sta- 
dium. 

Ettinger explained that the asso- 
ciation has formed a rescue team 
whose dogs have already been called 
upon to help search for missing per- 
sons. They were also used in the 
Tyre disaster, where soldiers were 
caught in a building which had been 
blown up. 

He said the association has also 
set up a rescue unit for the Israel 
Defence Forces. “The demand for 
rescue dogs still exceeds the supply, 
and that’s the reason we intend to 
found a national rescue unit," he 
said, stressing that the demonstra- 
tion’s proceeds will all be dedicated 
to this end.

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Two would-be 
burglars who said they were police- 
men and falsely arrested and 
assaulted two Arabs were sentenced 
in the district court here on Friday. 

Yosef Lankri and Ovadia 
Mualam, both in their mid-20s and 
of Holon, had intended to burgle a 
sugar warehouse, the judge said. But 
the presence of an Arab resting 
nearby interfered with their plan. 
Lankri told the Arab. Abu Sa’id 
Abdallah, he was a policeman and 
began beating him. 

Lankri and Mualam drove Abdal- 
lah to the Holon police station where 
they said be was a burglar they had 
caught. The duty policeman re- 
corded the complaint and ordered 
them to drive Abdallah back to the 
warehouse. At the warehouse they 
found Abdallah’s brother waiting. 

Lankri and Mualam tied up the 
brothers and drove them back to the 


station, where Lankri continued to 
beat tbe two. Abdallah and his 
brother, Abu Sa’id Nasr, were trans- 
ferred to Rishon Lezion for ques- 
tioning and released a few days later. 

In passing sentence , the judge said 
thar the fact that the beatings con- 
tinued in the police station showed 
that the beating of burglary suspects 
is a common practice there. The 
Holon police, the judge said, had to 
bear some responsibility for tbe ac- 
tions of the accused. 

Lankri was sentenced to four 
months imprisonment and four 
months suspended and ordered to 
pay IS200,000 compensation to 
Abdallah. Mualam was sentenced to 
six months suspended and told to 
pay IS120.000 compensation to 
Nasr.

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Over 1,400 dead in 
Bangladesh tidal wave 


DACCA (AP). - Tidal waves whip- 
ped by tmrricance-force winds 
washed over southern Bangladesh, 
killing at least 1,464 people and 
sweeping away hundreds more, offi- 
cials said. 

Hie official death toll did not 
include those believed to have 
perished when the 3 to 4.6-metre 
walls of water washed over the tiny 
island of Urirchar. The island, inha- 
bited for only four years, had a 
population of 10.000. 

A duty officer in the cyclone con- 
trol room of the Chief Martial Law 
Administrator's office said early 
yesterday that rescuers feared all 
10,000 were killed as the waves 
swamped the island. But later 
another official said it was believed 
that some of the people had left for 
the mainland before the storm hit. 

But Relief Minister Mahabbat Jan 
Choudhury told Reuters after tour- 
ing the affected areas that the num- 
ber of victims was unlikely to be as 
great as in two previous disasters to 
hit Bangladesh.

Helicopters were scouring the 
worst hit islands and officials said 
hundreds of rescue volunteers had 
been sent to the area. 

A tidal wave in 1962 killed nearly 
25,000 people on islands in the area. 
Another in 1970 claimed more than 
‘ 100,000 lives, according to govern- 
ment records. 

Student unions banned 
by Bangladesh’s ruler 

DACCA (Reuter). - President Hus- 
sein Muhammad Ershad issued a 
martial-law decree yesterday dis- 
solving student unions in Bag- 
ladcsh’s six universities. 

The universities have been shut 
since Ershad reimposed martial law 
and banned political activity in 
March. They are expected to reopen 
soon after a promise by Ershad to 
relax martial law and revive political 
activity. 

The student unions mostly sup- 
ported opposition political parties, 
which have demanded an end ro 
military rule and the restoration of 
democracy. 



New Pakistani assembly 
mo ves to end martial la w 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - The newly 
elected Pakistani National Assembly 
demanded yesterday that martial 
law be lifted immediately and demo- 
cratic rights restored, including the 
legalization of political parties and 
the restoration of full political free- 
dom. 

Members of the assembly which 
was elected in March challenged the 
legality of the martial-law govern- 
ment, saying it is no longer needed 
or justifiable now that the country 
has an elected legislature and a civi- 
lian government. 

Pakistan has been under military 
rule for eight years. 

After 90 minutes of calls for an 
end to martial law Assembly Speak- 
er F-fllrir Jman ruled that civilian 
P rime Minister Mohammad Junejo 
Khan should appoint a nine-member 
committee to consider when and 
how martial law should end. The 
committee would report back to the 
assembly within a week for immedi- 


ate action, the Speaker ruled. 

The only opposition came from 
Justice Minister Iqbal Ahmad Khan, 
who protested that debate on martial 
law was not allowable because the 
assembly was meeting to consider 
the national budget introduced 
Thursday. However Ahmad was 
overruled and the debate continued. 

President Mohammed Zia ul- 
Haq, head of the martial-law admi- 
nistration, has said that martial law 
will end this year and that he will 
accept June jo "s decision on when the 
timing is right. Junejo has also said 
that martial law will end shortly, but 
cautioned that it must not be rushed. 

Lawmakers also criticized Zia for 
changing the country's constitution 
to expand his powers. Zia, who led 
the military coup that seized power 
in 1977, is to remain as civilian 
president after martial law ends be- 
cause be won a five-year term in the 
post in an unopposed referendum in 
December.

The spokesman said the federally 
mediated talks broke down over 
terms of a back-to-work agreement 
after 23 straight hours of negotia- 
tions. The sticking point was the

About 5,060 United pilots walked 
out May 17 when earlier talks dead- 
locked over United’s two-tier pay 
proposal, which would offer a lower 
salary scale to new employees than 
veteran pilots received. 

The onion says United pilots draw 
an average salary of about $86,000 a 
year. 


LONDON (Reuter). - A U.S.- 
based firm which hoped to buOd a 
revolutionary fuel-economic aircraft 
in Northern Ireland has collapsed 
after failing to win safety clearance 
for its design, the British govern- 
ment said Saturday night. 

Lear Fan. whose eight-seat planes 
were designed to fly almost as fast as 
jets on a third of the fuel, had 
predicted it would transform the 
executive-plane market and bring up 
to 3,000 new jobs to the troubled 
province.

Four of five surviving 
septuplets improving 

ORANGE, California (AP). - Four 
of the five surviving Fins tad septu- 
plets were in unproved condition on 
Saturday, and a heart problem 
caused by their premature births bad 
cleared up in all five, doctors said. 

The condition of a boy known as 
Baby B remained unchanged, while 
the mother, Patrida Frustad, re- 
mained in an intensive-care unit and 
too weak to visit her infants, offidals 
said. 

The infants were 12 weeks prema- 
ture when delivered by caesarean 
section last Tuesday, One was still- 
born. Another, nicknamed Peanut, 
died Friday of heart and lung failure. 
The septuplets consisted of four boys 
and three girls; three boys and two 
girls remain. 

“The prognosis for all these babies 1 
is that they’re critically stable. I 
don't expect any of these babies to 
expire in the next 24 to 48 hours," 
said Dr. Carrie Worcester, director 
of newborn intensive care at Chil- 
dren's Hospital of Orange County. 


Top Alfonsin aide dies 

BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - De- 
fence Minister Raul Boreas, who had 
the delicate task of reorganizing 
Argentina's armed forces after eight 
years of military rule, died of illness 
Saturday, aged 51, the Defence

Reagan loses to Congress 
in bipartisan MX vote 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan suffered what may be 
the most serious setback yet to his 
defence programme when the Sen- 
ate voted on Thursday to limit de- 
ployment of the MX nuclear missile 
to 50 weapons, far fewer than be had 
requested. 

The vote in the Republican- 
controlled Senate on an amendment 
to the 1986 Defence Bill, was 78 to 
20 . 

A similar amendment is expected 
to be pul forward in the Democratic- 
control] ed House of Representatives 
where passage is also considered 
likely. 

Congress recently also dramatical- 
ly cut Reagan's overall defence 
budget, but huge increases voted in 
previous years will continue to sus- 
tain a large programme. 

Reagan made MX the symbol of 
his big military buildup and warned 


* congress repeatedly that any move 
U3 curtail it would undermine U.S.. 
negotiators at the Geneva Arms 
Control talks with the Soviet Un- 
ion. . • ’ ; 

In 1981 Reagan sought to deploy 
200 of the highly accurate 10- 
•warbead MX missiles, but later rat 
the request to 100. With none so far 
deployed, and faced this week wrth 
certain passage of a Democratic 
proposal to limit deployment to 
missiles, Reagan struck the best deal 
he could' at 50. . 

He tried to put a positive face on 
the vote, saying it “represents a 
bipartisan expression of conti nuin g 
support for our strategic moderniza- 
tion programme.'' . 

But Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia said: 
“This is a major concession on the 
part of the Administration.”

U.S., Soviets discuss air safety 


NEW YORK (AP). - The U.S., the 
Soviet Union and Japan are holding 
talks on air safety in the hope of 
reaching an accord that would help 
avoid such incidents as the 1983 
downing of a South Korean airliner, 
according to a report. 

Talks on air safety already have 
been held in Tokyo and Washington 
D.C. in the last three months, and

Tass derides papal assassination trial 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The Soviet 
news agency Tass yesterday stepped 
up a campaign attacking the trial, 
due to open today, of three Bulga- 
rians and five Turks on charges of 
complicity in the 1981 assassination 
attempt against Pope John Paul. 

Tass issued a series of reports from 
West Europe quoting statements by 
left-wing lawyers and politicians sup- 
1 porting Moscow’s argument that the 
trial of Sergei Antonov and others 
stems from a U.S.-backed plot to 
blacken the East Bloc. 

Tass quoted an “International 
Co mmissi on for the Study of the 


Antonov Case” in Brussels as find- 
ing that the trial violates human 
rights and Italian law. 

It quoted Irish lawyer Sean Mac- 
bride, a pro-Moscow peace activist, 
as saying the case is “part and parcel 
of the ideological campaign directed 
against the People's Republic of Bul- 
garia and other socialist states.'' 

On Friday, Moscow announced it 
had set up a committee to defend 
Antonov. The trial opens in Rome a 
day before Italian Prime Minister 
Bettino Craxi is due in Moscow for 
an official visit.

Pope urges new cardinals 
to face anti-Church persecution 


VATICAN CITY (Reuter). - Pope 
John Paul created Saturday 28 new 
Roman Catholic cardinals, urging 
them to be strong in a world where 
the Church is still being persecuted. 

The cardinals were elevated dur- 
ing a prayer service attended by 
thousands in St. Peter's Square. 

In his address to the new cardin- 
als, natives of 19 countries, the Pope 
told them they should have no illu- 


sions about the way they will some- 
times be received. He urged them 
not to be discouraged or pessimistic 
when attempts are made to oppose 
or stifle the message of the Gospel. 

“In the end it will overcome all 
■opposition, break through every 
barrier, reach every place... The 
Gospel message will emerge victo- 
rious, even from the persecutions of 
our own day," he said. 


Five executed in Ghanaian coup plot 


ACCRA, Ghana. — Five of six men 
convicted of plotting to topple the 
government of Flight JU. Jerry Rawl- 
ings were executed by firing squad 
Saturday, the ruling provisional 
National Defence Council 
announced. 

The council said the executions 
were ordered after the dismissal Fri- 
day of appeals made by the five to 
the national appeals tribunal. 

Six defendants had been found 
guilty in a trial that started in late 
February and was held behind closed 
doors. The sixth still hag an appeal 
pending, the government statement 
said. 

Details of the alleged plot were 
sketchy, but the government state- 
ment Saturday said evidence pre- 
sented to the tribunal showed that 
two^tif the^defendants were con- 


tacted by dissidents based in Togo to 
help plan the coup. 

The coup plot was the fifth re- 
ported by the government since 
Rawlings seized power on Decem- 
ber 31, 1981. 

On Friday, three people were ex- 
ecuted by fixing squad at dawn for 
their part in a 56 million cedi ($1 
million) bank fraud, the Ghana 
News Agency reported. (AP, Reu- 
ter).

their dense foliage creates a shade 
mulch that ' will stifle most weed 
growth. Animportantbenefitforthe 
amateur gardener is that batatas are 
nearly pest- and disease-free. 

How to plant. If you need only a few 
plants, try sprouting the tubers in 
water. Stick tooth picks or nails into 
the sides of your seed batatas so that 
the picks wfll rest on the edge of a 
drinking glass. HU the glass with 
water so half of the tuber is sub- 
merged. Add new water every 3-4 
days to make up for evaporation. 
Green sprouts will emerge from the 
portion above the water. When the 
sprouts reach about 15-20 cm. in 


length, have developed several 
strong leaf joints and many white, 
hairlike roots, poll the sprouts from 
the tuber with a twisting motion 
(don't cut!). Then plant them in the 
garden 10-15 cm. deep and about 
30-40 cm. apart. Water twice a week. 
Your harvest will be ready in late 
fall. 


A naturally great food. Two ancient 
civilizations, the Mayas -of Central 
America and the Incas of Pern, culti- 
vated sweet potatoes although maize 
was their staple crop. Batata’s high 
vitamin A content is important for 
healthy skin, sharp vision, especially 
at night, to build no the body’s 


resistance and to overcome the 
harmful effects of stress. Just one 
baked sweet potato provides almost 
doable the vitamin A recommended 
to meet the body’s daily needs.l 
Sweet corn (Zea mays-sacharata, 
tiros in Hebrew). How did the Indi- 
ans of the Andes develop corn? No 
one knows. Corn is not mentioned in 
the Bible. It was introduced to this 
part of the world by Columbus, who 
called the plant maiz, and today we 
often refer to Indian com as maize. 
How to grow. Corn, a most unusual 
kind of grass, grows 1-lVt metres tall 
and should be used, therefore, as a 
background or border plant. Sow in 
rills, 3-4 cm. deep and thin later to 
half a metre between plants. Add 
some superphosphate or a general 
fertilizer before closing the rills. 

To protect the high-growing plant 
against strong winds, earth-up from 
both sides of the row. The pollen- 
bearing male flowers appear in wisp 
form on the top of the stalk and the 
female, seed-bearing cobs are 
attached to the middle of the plant. 
When the silk at the top of each corn 
cob turns from light green to brown, 
the cob is ripe for harvest. 

Coloured corn cobs (white, yel- 
low, blue, grey, red, pink and pur- 
ple) can be grown exactly like edible 
com, but is for wall and table decora- 
tion only. Seeds of both species are 
available locally. 

Sunflower (Helianthus annuus, 
hamanit in Hebrew). A cheerful, 
friendly flower, which looks like a 
colossal daisy, growing towards the 
sky. The beauty of this plant argues 
for using it in the garden as a colour- 
ful, attractive background for flower 
beds, and sunflowers are tine for 
flower arrangements. During sum- 
mer florists are filled with sunflow- 
ers, and you see golden fields of 
than everywhere when you drive 
through the countryside. 

How to grow. Plant 2-3 seeds in little 
holes, 3-4 cm. deep and half a metre 
apart. Thin later and leave the 
strongest plant. It’s good to stake 
sunflowers when they are one metre 
high or so to protect their breakable, 
hollow stems. Netting, cheesecloth 
or large paper bags may be used 
against damage by birds. 

Never let the sunflower bed dry 
out and mix in small portions of a 
good compost or some guano in 
powder form. 1

Hie French New Wave seems to 
have undergone its official burial this 
year in Cannes, first with the Tribute 
to the late Frangois Truffaut, but 
even more so with the last contribu- 


Claude Chabrol’s Chicken in 
Vinegar is another case of a creative 
mind which has stagnated for so long 
that all he can do now is go through 
the motions: He is still providing the 
cinema with sophisticated satires of 
the French middle class, but he lacks 
both the passion and the power of his 
peak years, in films like Tlte Unfaith- 
ful Wife and The Butcher. 

EVEN WORSE is the case of Eng- 
land's John Boorman, once consi- 
dered a wild and individualistic 
genius, whose latest item. The Emer- 
ald Forest is an embarrassingly shal- 
low attempt to deal with a theme 
similar to Deliverance - culture, as 
we perceive h, against primitiveness. 

Only here, he is attempting to put 
the entire problem on a global level, 
using a real-life story. An American 
boy, kidnapped by Amazon Indians, 
is found 10 years later and refuses to 
return to civilization. 

Boorman uses this storv as the 
basis for a shallow, folkloric trave- 
logue, aimed to convince us that the 
West is foolishly and insensibly des- 
troying its own natural resources and 
beauties. 

The ecological message isn't ex- 
actly revolutionary, and Boorman's 
treatment is so routine that one is led 
to ask how a serious artist could have 
spent a couple of years of his life on 
achieving such a mundane result.

Leaving .Zionism and all that 
aside, I am at borne here because I 
can nearly always tell what part of 
the world someone hails from, what 
“class,” insofar as we have classes, 
he belongs to; whether he is likely to 
have been through the Holocaust; 
also whether he is probably a kib- 
butznik, a Td Avivian, a blue-collar 
worker, a parent of children in the 
army, and a dozen other tilings. I 
also know, to put it differently, what 
kind of person to ask the way when 
Fm lost, which with my lousy sense 
of orientation I often am. 

Some of these things, to be sure, 
you learn soon enough in a foreign

country as well .'After two days in 
New York we stopped asking blacks 
for directions, not so much because 
of a few hostile responses, as that to 
our non-American ears they all 
seemed to drawl, mumble, or swal- 
low half their consonants. We had as 
much difficulty with white South- 
erners, but never leamt to pick them 
out. 

Another thing is knowing how to 
address people: In your own country 
yon instinctively adjust your lan- 
guage level to that of the person you 
talk to: it’s a swift, unthinking, 
almost unconscious assessment that 
makes you speak in polysyllables to 


one man, abstain from certain ex- 
pressions in conversation with 
another and enunciate clearly to a 
third. You not only promote under- 
standing between you that way, you 
avoid a lot of stepping on people's 
toes. 

' Once, in Lagos, I made the unfor- 
givable mistake of addressing a 

i pharmacist in'picfgm.'He gavelpje a ■ 

frosty stare? drew himself up and 
informed me in perfect Oxbridge : 
that yes, he believed he could help 
me to a toothbrush. 

It's half the fun of going abroad, of 
course. Not insulting pharmacists, I 
mean, but the opacity of people, 
their unpigeonholeabihty , if you can 
put it that way. It’s part of wbat 
makes a foreign country so foreign. 
And it’s also part of the pleasure of 
coming home again: the adventure is 
over, you are back in the rut; the 
mess, problems, troubles that were 
still are, but you recognize your 
Yideneh with her peckalach when 
you see her. 


MUCH TROUBLE has been taken 
to deal with the acoustic problems of 
the Dormition Abbey, and the im- 
provement is dramatic. Orchestral 
sound is now much clearer, and 
choral sonorities have become richer 
and fuller. 

Avner Itai has to give more pre- 
cise beats if he wants to lead an 
orchestra; it was a near miracle that 
the Kibbutz Chamber. Orchestra 
kept body and soul together (except 
for one spot) in the Suite. In tbe 
harpsichord concerto, perfect preci- 
sion was not always achieved be- 
tween the soloist and the orchestra, 
but then the sound of the chirping, 
tinkling instrument did not carry far, 
and the runs in the outside move- 
ments were hardly distinguishable, 
through no fault of the performer. 

Compensation came in the second 
half of the programme, when Itai 
stopd, infront of his Ihud Choir and 
Inspired Bis" choristers' in' the two 
settings based on Psalm 130: Men- 
delssohn. elegant, pleasantly flow- 
ing; Bach, more sophisticated and 
demanding in structure and texture. 
Here, Itai was in his element, and

the choir sounded beautifully 
attuned, well-balanced and precise 
in execution of phrases. The soloists 
were not satisfying; only the soprano 
sounded pleasant. The bass hardly 
had enough of a part to be judged 
but at least he did not disturb. The 
alto seemed as yet unready to appear 
in public; the tenor from England, 
although professional, did not con- 
tribute positively to the perform- 
ance. Maybe Bach's Cantata should 
be performed only if high standard 
soloists are available. 

But the capacity audience loved 
every note of the master and enjoyed 
the offerings wholeheartedly, as ex- 
pressed in long and strong applause.

THIS CONCERT marked the 100th 
anniversary of Otto Klemperer's 


birth by two of his works showing the 
little known side of his musical "per- 
sonality. 

First came the enjoyable presenta- 
tion of the Merry Waltz, in the light 
style of Johann Strauss' entertaining 
music. The following symphony was 
much less pleasing. While one can 
only admire Schneider's dedication 
to music written by bis teacher and 
friend, there can be no doubt that it 
was not a successful choice, and 
everyone would prefer to remember 
Otto Klemperer as the great conduc- 
tor be was. 

The Song of the Earth is based on a 
collection of Chinese poems. In this 
composition Mahler commemorated 
the death of his daughter, and tbe 
last part (Abschied) has the theme of 
life's sweetness and transitoriness. It 
is a long work, rich in orchestral 
texture and poetic. Although 
Schneider did his utmost, leading the 
enlarged orchestra with compe- 
tence. one felt that the whole pre- ' 
sentation was too demanding for 
both musicians and audience. 

Mira Zakai impressed with her 
style and excellent diction. Tenor 
Howard Haskin was sometimes 
rather strained, partly due 'to' the 
loud accompaniment. There were 
also many good solo parts, and de- 
spite shortcomings, Schneider de- 
serves praise for his enterprise.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Most 
private analysts and Reagan Admi- 
nistration officials agree that die 
U.S. economy will recover this year 
from a slow start caused by a weak 
manufacturing ^sector depressing 
overall activity. * 

Their cautious optimism is based 
on the strength of the service sector- 
which accounts for about three- 
quarters of economic activity in the 
U.S. - and low inflation . an expected 
cut in the Federal budget deficit, and 
easier credit. 

Leading Wall Street analyst Hen- 
ry Kaufman, of stockbrokers Salo- 
mon Brothers, told a business audi- 
ence in New Orleans last week: "The 
slowing of the economy, which was 
most pronounced in the first quarter, 
is about over." 

Official economic data last week 
showed a 0.7% annual rare of 
growth in Gross National Product 
(GNP), the widest measure of eco- 
nomic activity, in the first three 


months. 


This confirmed a few analysts m 
the belief that a recession is likely 
next year. But for most experts the' 
GNP report showed that consumer 
demand remains fairly strong - an 
indication of underlying strength m 
the economy. The U.S. growth rate 
dropped because a big share of that 

demand was spent on imports. 

A strong U.S. dollar has badly 

hurt American -manufacturers by 
making imports cheaper and exports 
uncompetitive.

But Allen Sinai, chief economist 
for Shearson Lehman Brothers, said 
he was worried about what he de- 
scribed as the economy's "split 
personality,, — with an ailing indust - 1 
rial sector alongside a dynamic ser- 
vices sector. 

Labour Department figures show 
that factory jobs have declined since 
last summer, while employment in 
services, such as real estate and 
banking, has been rising steadily. 

Sinai said the two-tiered economy 
complicates the task of the Federal 
Reserve. Fed members have also 
alluded to the disparity in recent 
public remarks. 

Fed Governor Henry Wallich said 
in a speech to an energy industry 
group in Pittsburgh: "I can fairly say 
that the American economy in 
general is not experiencing hard 
times. There are, however, some 
sectors that are not doing well." 

. By lowering interest rates to aid 
manufacturing, the more dynamic 
sectors in the economy also get a 
boost which could generate infla- 
tionary pressures in those sectors. 

For the present, inflation seems 
contained, due in part to the impact 
of the strong dollar holding down 
import costs. The consumer price 
index rose at a 4.2% ahnual rate 
during the first four months of 1985, 
little changed from last year’s 4% 
inflation rate. 


LONDON (Reuter). - For the thirs- 
ty Englishman long barred by law 
from buying tonic water on Sunday 
to mix with his gin . relief is at hand. 

A tangle of laws restricting shop 
trading on the traditional British day 
of rest is to be swept aside in new 
legislation after the government 
admitted the rules were unenforce- 
able. 

The laws, some dating back cen- 
turies, allow retailers opening on 
Sunday to sell, for example, aircraft 
spares but not shoes, pills but not 
shampoo, girlie magazines but not 
Bibles - and gin but not tonic. 

They make legal trading on Sun- 


day virtually impossible, a restric- 
tion seen by reformers as outdated in 
a country where church-going 
Christians are in a tiny minority. 


Twenty times since 1950 attempts' 
have been made to change or scrap 
the laws, but until this week all had 
failed. Now Home Secretary Leon 
Brittan has announced he plans a 
new law and in a test vote Parliament 
has given him the green light. 

Sunday trading has been favoured 
by a majority in England and Wales 
since the 1960s - Scotland has had it 
for years — and many stores, mainly 
smaller shops, openly defy the bans.

The great Pele once described a 
penalty as a cowardly way of scoring. 
But one would have had to search 
high and low among the new found 
Hapoel flock who packed the tiny 
stadium to watch Yaakov Buzaglo’s 
22nd minute spotidek who would 
agree with the Pele dictum. There 
can be no doubt that, along with 
Bnei Yehuda and Sha'arayim, Jeru- 
salem deserve to be in the top trio of 
the Second league. 

Any flag that had a dash of red on 
it had been picked up for the great 
occasion by the Jerusalem fans. The 
Stars and Stripes and the Tricolour 
were much in evidence, along with 
more conventional Hapoel banners. 
Small wonder then that the catcalls 
were loud and long as Ramat 
Hasharon came on to the pitch in 
all-red jerseys and shorts, the tradi- 
tional Jerusalem colours. 

The home side were reduced to 
wearing all white - or perhaps that 
was how their burly coach, Eliyahti 
Ofer, as ever nattily decked out in a 
fancy all-white suit of his own. 
wanted to ensure total identification 
with his men. There was certainly 
nothing pristine, reticent or virginal 
about the Jerusalem efforts, as they 
quickly sought to take command. 
They knew they needed only a draw 
to ensure promotion, as their goal 
difference record was vastly superior 
to that of Ramat Hasharon. But, 
Ofer wanted to be sure that his side

won elevation on merit, not because 
of some quirk in the rules. 

Knowing that for them it was all or 
nothing made the Sharon side more 
dangerous for the first 20 minutes 
with the effervescent Rafi Peled 
much in evidence in midfield. He got 
in two very good shots, which Kabi- 
lio did well to stop. The veteran 
goalkeeper had a busy afternoon, 
but was, despite lingering doubts 
over some of his positional play, 
equal to the task. When he was in 
danger of being beaten, the ever 
present dynamos of the Jerusalem 
defence, Yossi Tashma and Arye 
Shapira, were around to tidy up. 

Just as Jerusalem began to soak up 
the pressure more effectively there 
was a dramatic turnabout. The mar- 
vellous efforts of Rifat Turk were 
largely responsible. Turk, with his 
slightly balding bronzed pate glisten- 
ing in the late afternoon sunshine, 
showed time and again wby he has a 
reputation as one of the great head- 
ers in the country. 

Ironically, it was two fluffed jump 
headers from him - as rare as a 
waterhole in Jerusalem - that led up 
to the glorious moment. First referee 
Zvi Sbarir (who otherwise had an 


impeccable game) was evidently so 
surprised at Turk missing a header 
that he presumed a defender had 
pushed him in the back. From the 
resulting floated freekick from 
Michel Dayan, Turk in the area 
again misjudged the bounce and the 
oall went over his head, thereby 
surprising fallback Yitzhak Meir so 
much that he was struck clearly on 
the forearm. Sharir had no doubt 
about ordering a penalty. All credit 
was due to the Ramat Hasharon 
goalie and captain Mordechai 
Harosh for refusing to allow his 
team-mates to engage in the tradi- 
tional bout of furious complaint. 
Harosh nearly had due reward for 
his sportsmanship when he dived 
bravely to the correct comer. Buzag- 
lo’s penalty had been perfectly 
placed, however, and Jerusalem 
were one precious goal up. 

Ramat Hasharon did not flourish 
in adversity. Rather like an old 
steam train that had run out of coal, 
their furnaces capsized and Jeru- 
salem took control. They really 
should have had several more goals 
before the interval, winger Yoav 
Basson being the chief culprit.

TEL AVTV. - In the style of worthy 
champions, Maccabi Haifa on Satur- 
day beat Hapoel Kfar Sava 5-1 be- 
fore a full house of 2,000 in Kiryat 
Haim to win the National League 
soccer title for the second successive 
year. 

It was a case of history repeating 
itself as Betar Jerusalem again 
finished as runners-up, finally en- 
ding the season five points adrift of 
Maccabi Haifa, despite their deter- 
mined challenge to overhaul the 
champions over the past two 
months. 

But Betar Jerusalem lost 2-1 in 
Beersheba, that result keeping 
HappeHJeereheba in -the first divi- 
sion next seafon. lt was a remark- 
able Houdini act for the Beershe- 
bans who were five points behind 
Betar Tel Aviv only two weeks ago 
and looked doomed to be relegated. 
Against all odds Hapoel Beersheba 
travelled first to Netanya to win 1-0, 
and then followed up with Satur- 
day’s win over Betar, after trailing 
1-0 to an Eli Ohana goal in the 34th 
minute. 

Two goals in two minutes in the 
65th and 67th minutes by Dov Re- 
ntier and Eli Weizmann turned the 
tables and brought elation to the 
10,000 fans at the Beersheba sta- 
dium. It was no more than the home 
team deserved, for they pressured 
the Betar defence throughout the 
game. 

In the 53rd minute, Yossi Mizrahi, 
the Betar goalkeeper, was injured 
and replaced by Uri Suissa. The 
reserve keeper had the misfortune to 
let the headers by Rentier and Weiz- 
mann in, but he had no chance 
against either of them. 

Relegated to the second division 
will be Betar Tel Aviv, Hapoel Hod 
and Hakoah Ramat Gan. In their 
stead, Bnei Yehuda, Maccabi 
Shaarayim and Hapoel Jerusalem 
will play National League football 
next season. 

While Hapoel Beersheba won 
their last two games, Betar Tel Aviv 
lost their last two matches, 4-0 to 
Maccabi Haifa five days ago and 3-1 
to Maccabi Yavne on Saturday. Eli 
Dricks was the striker who sunk 
Betar with goals in the 16th and 52nd 
minutes. Nissan Cohen pulled one 
back from the penalty spot in the 
68th minute, but by then the news . 
from Beersheba could no! have been 
worse from Be tar’s point of view. 


Ban Avnaim put the final relegation 
naD into the Tel Avivians with an 
88th minute goal for Yavne. 

The last weekend of league foot- 
ball brought the most goals of the 
season-29 in the first division and 30 
in the second division. 

The goalscoring best of the season 
went to Maccabi Netanya who 
routed Hapoel Lod 9-0, in Lod. 
David Lavie notched four of these 
* goals to snatch the title of top goals- 
corer in the National League with 1 S 
goals, ahead of Eli Ohana and 
Moshe Selektor with 16 each, Zahi 
Armeli and Oded Machness 15. 
Lavie's achievement was all the 
more remarkable, as, for half the 
season, the Netanya coaches Shmuei . 
Perlman and'Arie Redler played him 
as a central defender. 

Haifa had cause for a second 
celebration. Its third team, Betar, 
saved itself from third division foot- 
ball with a 2-0 win in Tiberias, after 
floundering for most of the season 
below the relegation red line. Going 
down will be the Hapoel teams from 
Asbkelon, Rishon Lezi on and 
Kiryat Shmona. 

Replacing them in the second divi- 
sion wfll be Betar Netanya, Hapoel 
Acre and Hapoel Beit Shemesh. 

The league season has ended; long 
live the Cup! Tomorrow at Ramat 
Gan Stadium, the two semi-finals of 
State Cup will be played. 

Ar 2.30 p.m. Maccabi Haifa, the 
league champions, take the field 
against Hapoel Kfar Sava, whom 
they trounced 5-1 on Saturday.

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Jewish terror rides again 


THERE ARE alarming signs that the Jewish settlers in Judea 
and Samaria are again resorting to vigilante actions, taking the 
law into their own hands to intimidate and harass Arab 
terrorists who were released in last week’s prisoner exchange. 
The settlers’ rampage into a number of West Bank villages and 
towns was only halted during the long holiday weekend, but 
security forces had to be put on a high state of alert following 
reports that the settlers were planning to step up their unlawful 
actions. , 

The OC Central Command, Aluf Amnon Shahak, was 
compelled to sound an ominous warning that the situation 
among the settlers was “charged with dynamite ,” pledging that 
the military authorities will do all in their power to maintain law 
and order. Meanwhile, the council of the Jewish settlers has 
sought the easy way out by stating that it has lost control over its 
constituents, claiming that it has no power to restrain the 
settlers. 

The Jewish vigilantes are thus likely to continue their free use 
of fire-arms, shooting at will at the homes of released Arab 
terrorists, as if the West Bank was a lawless wild west territory. 

By their present actions the Jewish vigilantes have thus 
provided the best proof that demands for the immediate 
pardoning of Jewish convicts and defendants in the Jewish 
terrorist underground trials are highly premature, if not 
uncalled for. The claim that the Jewish terrorists have already 
repented their criminal acts and would not repeat them has 
been rendered as a farce in view of the violent actions of their 
comrades among the Jewish settlers. 

This is certainly a lesson which Likud leader and Vice 
Premier Yitzhak Shamir ought to take into account before he 
decides to push the national unity government beyond the 
brink over his party's demand to grant immediate clemency to 
the Jewish terrorists. He ought to reappraise his repeated 
statements last week that the Jewish underground convicts and 
defendants will enjoy an early release, come what may, 
because, in his view, they are honest, if misguided patriots. 

What has happened during the last few days poses a far more 
serious danger to Israel's society than the shock over the 
enormous price Israel has agreed to pay for the release of three 
captured soldiers. For it once more proves that the basic norms 
of our democratic society are seriously threatened by the 
application of double standards and double morals when it 
comes to dealing with Jews and Arabs. 

Although Mr. Shamir can probably claim to command a 
cabinet majority for early clemency for the Jewish terrorists, 
taking for granted the support of three religious coalition 
partners, but even as the leader of the nationalist camp he must 
bear in mind the upholding of the sacred principles of a 
democratic society. 

There is an even greater threat inherent in these latest clashes 
between Jewish settlers and their Arab neighbours. It is the 
threat that what for many decades remained mainly in the 
realm of a political conflict may soon deteriorate into irrepar- 
able personal hatred of Jews and Arabs. Any talk of a future 
peaceful settlement would be rendered meaningless with such 
violent actions on the ground. 

The national unity government must therefore exercise its 
full authority to stop these outrages and nip them in the bud 
before it is too late.

two years ago. The soldiers reported 
that they heard shots and that when 
they approached the house where 
the man, Nuah Ashur, was reported 
to be staying, they saw rocks being 
thrown in both directions. 

Local sources report that there 
was a scuffle between the soldiers 
and the settlers, during which one 
soldier was hurt when he was pushed 
out of a car. Military sources would 
not confirm this report, although it is 
understood that the soldier has filed 
a complaint and that an investigation 
is underway. The settlers were 
forced to leave and the army has 
mounted a checkpoint at the entr- 
ance to the village. 

Also on Thursday night, in Heb- 
ron itself, settlers reportedly fired 
shots at the home of released terror- 
ist Tallal Ghierh and smashed win- 
dows and potted plants. They were 
eventually forced to leave after the 
intervention of the police backed up 
by a Border Police patrol. 

There was also a report of harass- 
ment outside the home of Azmi 
Obeida. In all cases the settlers de- 
manded that the men leave the West 
Bank. 

In Nablus there was a similar re- 
port involving the parents of 
Mubamed Abu Kishk. In his case the 
door to the house was smashed and 
the parents told to ensure that their 
son. released from the town’s Jneid 
prison last Monday, leave the area 
immediately. 

Jewish settlers in the Gaza region 
toid OC Southern Command Moshe 
Bar-Kochba that they would do ev- 
erything they could to force the 200 
terrorists released into the area to 
leave. 

There was also tension within the 
Palestinian community itself. On 
Friday afternoon students aligned 
with Fatah held a meeting inside the 
engineering faculty of the new cam- 
pus of Biizeit University to protest 
against fighting in the Beirut camps. 
Their meeting was broken up by 
students from the rival rejectionist 
and left-wing groups whose moral 
was boosted last week by Ahmed 
Jibril’s success in getting so many 


Palestinian prisoners free from 
Israel’s jail*. 

In the fracas that erupted at least 
10 people were injured, according to 
East Jerusalem newspapers, and 
three were admitted to Ramallah 
Hospital. Others were treated in 
Jerusalem hospitals. The faculty 
building was badly damaged, and the 
university administration closed the 
campus. The old campus is already 
under a military closure order. 

Nineteen people were detained on 
Friday and later released , but resum- 
moned for questioning over the 
weekend. 

Students at a private college run 
by Advocate Hussein Shiyoukhi out- 
side Ramallah took over the building 
on Friday to hold a pro-PLO exhibi- 
tion and a “Ramadan-eve party." 
When Shiyoukhi and the teachers 
objected, they were evicted from the 
building. Some of the guards were 
slightly injured in a scuffle. Military 
sources report that other students 
from Birzeit and Jerusalem came to 
support the college students. 

Shiyoukhi has now dosed the in- 
stitution and the army has dedared 
the area a closed military area. Nine- 
teen people were also detained fol- 
lowing tins clash. . 

Students at the largest West Bank 
university- an-Najah, in Nablus also 
held a protest rally on Saturday but 
there were no reports of trouble. 

On Saturday night a petrol bomb 
was thrown at the home of a mukhtar 
(leader) in the village of Tamun in 
die Jenin district. There were no 
injuries or damage reported and the 
background to this inddent is not 
dear. Stone-throwing was reported 
from Sair and Nablus, and there 
were unconfirmed reports of shoot- 
ing in the vicinity of Dura. 

Security forces last night received 
reports of a major celebration plan- 
ned for two recently released terror- 
ists in the Tulkarm area, but were 
adamant that they would not allow 
anything more than a completely 
private party to develop. As it is, 
they noted, festivities during the 
month of Ramadan have to be 
muted and confined to the after-dark 
breaking of the fast.

LIST-MAKING has become some- 
thing of a national pastime in the 
West Bank a^d Gaza. Who are PLO 
leader Yassef Arafat and Jordan’s 
King Hussein going to agree on as 
the Palestinian representatives to a 
joint-delegation for exploratory 
talks with the! U.S. as the next step in 
the peace process? 

With Husseis expected in 
Washington this week, anticipation 
- perhaps more correctly, hope - is 
high that he will, at long last, have a 
list of agreed names to present to the 
U.S. administration. 

But Ahmed Jibril's success this 
week in springing 1,150 of the most 
notorious and therefore, in many 
Palestinian eyes, the most heroic 
inmates of Israel's security prisons, 
makes it even more difficult for 
Arafat to give his approval to dele- 
gates who are not dearly linked to 
the PLO. 

Matti Sternberg, one of Israel's 
best-informed PLO-watcbers, 
pointed out this week that ever since 
Arafat chose to explore the diploma- 
tic path, he has made concessions 
with very little to show for it. "The 
rejectionists, on the other hand, 
have proved dramatically that press- 
ure on Israel produoed results. Jibril 
extorted a tremendous price from 
the government, and Syria has 
forced Israel out of Lebanon without 
having to give anything in return. ” 
Steinberg predicted that Arafat

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would probably give his approval to 
a list of delegates who would be 
acceptable to the U.S. and possibly 
even to Israel. From bis perspective 
pursuing both the political and 
“military” options at the same time 
is not necessarily contradictory. 

Arafat could agree to independent 
members of the Palestine National 
Congress joining such a delegation 
because, within his constituency - 
the mainline Fatah, the Palestinian 
diaspora and the territories - it is 
clear that the majority of such "inde- 
pendent" members support him. 

Earlier this week the east Jeru- 
salem daily Al Fajr, - recognized as 
the main pro-Arafat paper in the 
territories, published a list of possi- 
ble delegates, which, the paper said, 
had been presented to the Jordanian 
Government. These included 
Sheikh Abdel Hamid Sayeh, a for- 
mer head of the Supreme Moslem 
Council in Jerusalem, who was de- 
ported by Israel; the deported for- 
mer mayor of HaJhouJ, Mohammed 
Milhem; Nabil Sbatb, PLO repre- 


sentative in Cairo; and three Palesti- 
nian — American academics: Profs- 
Walid KhaHdi, Edward Said and 
Ibrahim Abu Larud. 

Milhem, a member of die PLO 
executive committee is an unlikely 
candidate because the U.S. con- 
stantly reiterates its promise to Israel 
not to deal with the PLO. None of 
the other people have been con- 
firmed, although Sheikh Sayed was 
The only person mentioned by name 
during U.S. Secretary of State 
George Schultz’s weekend discus- 
sions in Jerusalem, Aqaba and 
Cairo. What is noteworthy is that 
none are currently living in the terri- 
tories. 


SINCE THE IDEA of a joint Jorda- 
nian-Palestinian delegation was 
raised some six months ago, confu- 
sion about its purpose has clouded 
the reporting and perhaps even the 
negotiations surrounding it. When 
raised by Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak (after some coordination 
with Hussein) some six months ago. 


the immediate rum was to have 
Palestinian representatives talk to 
U.S. officials without Israeli parti- 
cipation. This dialogue would lead, 

. in some yet to be determined way, to 
eventual negotiations with Israel. 

Israel rejected this “two-tier^ 
approach. For obvious reasons it 
does not want to give the Arabs mi 
opportunity to drive a wedge be- 
tween Israel and its major ally. 

-But the Israeli rejection has not 
been categoric. Moreover, Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres has been con- 
sistently ambiguous in his. reserva- 
tions about talking to members of 
the PNC. 

Peres is eager to find a good 
excuse to breakup the national unity 
government and to call for new elec- 
tions. A decent chance for peace 
with Jordan and tbs Palestinians 
would be the best ticket be could 
hope to run on. The prime minister, 
in fact, is waiting for the Arabs to 
give him the opportunity to dump 
the Idkudand go to the polls. - 

But as Peres waits for an opening 
from the Arabs, while keeping an 
eye on the right flank within his 
government, he and bis colleagues 
and aides are ignoring a major com- 
ponent of the peace equation - one 
over which they have some influence 
and could use benficiafly.

TO THE long list of organizations 
around the world that boycott the 
Jewish State or its representatives, 
one must now add the Conservative 
Rabbinical Assembly of America. 

In a decision approved in March 
and announced a few days ago, 
America’s Conservative rabbis 
voted to bar the 51 members of 
Knesset who voted earlier this year 
for the “Who-is-a-Jew” bill from 
appearing at their 850 synagogues 
around the U.S. 

One of the assembly's officials. 
Rabbi Kassel A be Ison of Minneapo- 
lis, justified the ban, saying that “the 
time has come when we must let 
those Israelis who do not feel a 
responsibility for the Jewish people 
know that they are not welcome to 
lecture American Jews on American 
responsibility to Israel." 

All through my years in the Knes- 
set, my party and I have consistently 
opposed “Who-is-a-Jew" proposals 
for the reason that they would 
seriously jeopardize the unity of the 
Jewish people. Whatever my own 
views on some of the religious prac- 
tices of this or that Jewish group in 
the Diaspora, the paramount consid- 
eration at this time must be the 
solidarity of Jews everywhere.

amongst themselves and between 
them and the State of Israel. 

It is for this reason that the undig- 
nified capitulation (for pure, or 
rather impure raisons de pouvoir) of 
some Israeli political parties to the 
pressure of Agudat Yisrael and its 
allies is short-sighted and irresponsi- 
ble. However, two wrongs don’t 
make a right, and the Conservative 
Assembly's boycott decision is cer- 
tainly wrong. Indeed it may be just 
as damaging to the cohesive ness of 
the Jewish people as the “Who-is-a- 
Jew" bill. Furthermore, notwith- 
standing the Conservative rabbi’s 
assurance that their action "should 
not be interpreted as representing 
any reduction in their support for 
Israel," it will be viewed differently 
by some. In this respect the boycott 
may actually be counter-productive, 
as it .mil strengthen the position of 


those who (falsely) claim that the 
Conservative and Reform Jews' 
commitment to the Jewish national 
movement is less than whole- 
hearted anyway, and that, therefore, 
their protests against the “Who-is-a- 
Jew” law should be ignored. 


ONE OF the ban's implications is 
that inviting an Israeli member of 
Knesset to appear at a Conservative 
synagogue should be considered as 
some sort of favour to him. “You 
have voted for the “Who-is-Jew” bill 
and therefore, bad boy that you are. 
be banished from our tents.” 

The truth of the matter, of course, 
is that Israeli public figures are 
usually invited to speak before va- 
rious American Jewish audiences in 
connection with cultural or fund- 
raising activities, either for the be- 
nefit of those extending the invita- 


tion or for purposes connected one 
way or another with Israel and/or the 
American Jewish community as a 
whole (e.g. the UJA). It is, there- 
fore, hard to see the logic of this act 
of “punishment” levelled against 
“erring” Knesset members, as either 
the Conservatives themselves, or in 
some cases, some worthy Israeli or 
Jewish cause would be hurt by the 
ban — certainly not the “banned” 
politician. 

But there also is a more basic 
question involved; by what logic or 
moral right does an official body 
representing a major part of Jewry 
outside of Israel believe itself enti- 
tled to bar a legally elected repre- 
sentative of Israel’s sovereign par- 
liamentary body because of a stand 
he has taken, rightly or wrongly, in 
the fulfilment of his duties? If the 
ban remains, it will in effect mean 
that a major Jewish organization is 
boycotting official representatives of 
the Jewish State. Though this could 
not have been the Conservatives' 
intention, their decision is bound to 
drive a wedge between members of 
their congregations and the State of 
Israel - to the detriment of both . 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, presi-

Sir, - I would like to call your 
attention and that of your readers to 
a number of inaccuracies in your 
report of May 9 on the election of 
Professor Amnon Pazy as the next 
rector of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. 


1) Profssor Patinkin , in last week’s 


senate vote, was standing for exten- 
sion of his term as rector for two 


more years, not one year. 

2) The senate is a body consisting 
of all foil professors, as well as 
representatives of other faculty 
ranks, and not a body consisting of 
all faculty members. 

3) The offices of president and 


rector were held by the same peison 
only once before in the university’s 
history - when Professor Benj amin 
Mazar held both offices from 1953 to 
1961. From 1961 until Professor Don 
Patinkin’s assumption of both offices 
in 1983, the president and rector 
were always two different people. 

I would like to add that Professor 
Pazy has served as vice-rector since 
1983 and was now nominated for 
position of rector by Professor 
Patinkin and by many other senate 

members.
